Straws In The Wind. 


Recent items about the Chinese 
“situation have had.a lille more in- 
terest.than had been the case for 
about a week, there being indiea- 
thong of a definite move ‘towards a 
resumption of hostilities on a Jirge 
scale. The lateat news shows that 
the attempts at an armistice in the 
northern sector have failed, and the, 
Shantung troops are moving slow- 
ly to regume occupation of territory 
that they gave up a few, weeks ago. 
There has also been a defection on 
the part of one of Marshal Chiang 
Kai-shek’s generals, who apparent- 
ly holds an .almost, commanding 
position in the Shanghai region, 
-and it looks very thtch as if-the old 
gaame in Chinese military circles, 
‘of desorting the leaky, ship, even 
before it. becomes a sinking one, 
is afoot. ° No wonder that the 
North. deems — the, _ Nationalist 
(Chinng) party as being on the 
verge of disintegration. ,Moan- 
while, if one looks further south, 
there #4 the evidence that the Han- 
kow party is: itself disrupted, and: 
while it threateng,the Chiang re- 
sime in ane direction, it is menaced’ 
internally by plotters and counter- 
intriguers.. Again there is Can- 
ton, with no-one apparently quite 
certainawhether it fs wholehearted- 
ly for Ching or merely’ lukewarm. 
The menace of “Red” propaganda 
hasJed to.the military taking: over 
the control of the city, but it is 
likely that at any time dhere may 
be a revival of the coup fever, and 
someone cither step in and declare 
for Hankow, or desert the Nanking 
Government entirely and set up an 
independent administration, - To 
the north-west, General Feng Yu- 
hsiang, a. reed if.ever there: was 
one, is seemingly bending: the way 
the wind is at present blowing: but 
his subsequent movements are most 
uncertain. — He has. earned a bad 
reputation for disloyalty, and “will 
“not easily live it down. He is as 
likely us anyone to desert the side 
which falls on ‘evil days, So we 
actually cote to 4 position of know- 
ing nothing of who is-for whom 
nnd what is really what at the pre- 
sent moment.’
